fill the vacancies, let alone compete for places, 


With 47% of the electorate voting and with 22 contestants for the 14 places, the 
situation in Deddington can therefore be said to be highly satisfactory and our 
thanks must go to those 22 men and women who publicly aired their vievs and 
Showed themselves willing to give freely of their time and talents to consider, 
debate and take decisions on the issues which affect us all. 


Under the Local Government Acts of 1972 and 1974 the new Councils will hold office 
for the next four years; by law they must meet annually (in May) and on at least 
three other occasions curing the year - and it might interest readers that, 

under the Act ",...meevings may not take place in licensed premises unless no 
other suitable rocm is available free of charge or at reasonable cust ..." 
and that "a room in a dwelling-house cannot be required for the purzose...." 

A Local Council reflects the views of a cross-section of the community; people | 
born and bred in the district and those who have chosen. to move in, thinkers and 
doers of differing shades of political and religious belief, the loners a:.d the 
gregarious, of varying education, training and earning-capacity, end with

+ Elected to serve on the Parish Council 
First Meeting of the New Parish Council 


Following the elections of 24th May 1979 for a new Parish Council, the new 
Council members met on 30th May. Mr. D. elford was re-elected Chairman and 
Mr, K. Garrett Vice Chairman, Members of the Council were then elected to the 
various sub-committees: planning, lighting, Castle Grounds and Community Hall. 
The financial and footpath sub-comnittees were disbanded. 


Following the correspondence with Cluttons, solicitors to the Church Commissioners, 
concerning the right of way to the Castle Grounds, Cluttons have now admitted 
that there is a right of way and the correspondence is now closed. 


The application from the Women's Institute for a stall in the Market Place for 
June 30th was approved, 


After examination of the planning applications, Mr. Welford went on to describe 
the present situation on the Community Fall and the Windmill site. He said that 
this was not encouraging. The District Valuer vho had promised valuations for 
this meeting had not been able to provide them as he had not received instructions 
from the Estates Committee. It seamed likely that the County states Committee 
would want to realise more money from the site than the Parish could find. Mr. 
“Nelford suggested that the Community Hall sub-committee should put in an Outline 
Flanning Application for community use of a part of the site to reinforce to 
Cherwell District Courcil the parish's interes’ in the site.

CAR 3HARING AND SOCIAL CAR SCHEMES: 


The Clerk to the Parish Council has brought to our attention an 18 point memo- 
randum on car sharing and social ‘car schemes, (circulated by the Oxfordshire 
County Council). This 44 pose document is too lengthy to be printed in full 
here but it relates to Section 7 of the Transport Act 1978 under which previous 
restrictions on the regsular carrying of passengers in cars at separate fares 
have been relaxed. 


Any organisation or individual who would like to organise a social car scheme is 
advised: 


(a) to discuss the matter with Mr. P. Ennor of the County Planning Department, 
Macclesfield House, Oxford, (telephone Oxford 815859), both generally and 
in particular the question of obtainirg the consent of the Treffic Commiss- 
ioners and the Ccunty Council to the advertising of the proposed service; 

(b) to obtain a copy of the Department of Transport publication "A Guide to 
Community Transport". This may be purchased from Her Majesty's Stationery 
Office, 49 High Holborn, London, WC1V 6HB, or from Blackwells, Broad Street, 
Oxford. Price £1.95.

Hand to Mouth 
Whatever, Lord, we lend to thee 
Repaid a thousandfold will be, 
Then gladly will we lend to thee! 
(Lines from the "pawnbroker's" hymn, ) 


Do you live "from hand to mouth"? Does anyone? Hardly anyone in this country. 
We depend on our weekly earnings or pensions (which are earned). But this is 
not living from to hand to mouth. The only people who do this are day workers 
who never know if there will be a job to go to tomorrow, Fruit workers in 
California are a notorious example. 


We say it plainly ~- no one lives from hand to mouth if he can help it. But 

when it comes to the Church, we think it can very easily live from hand to mouth, 
It somehow does not need a regular income from which to meet its regular bills. 
If we can have a jumble sale, a bazaar, a summer fete, if we ask people to be 
generous when the plate comes round, this is enough, It is not enough. Should 
we not insure the church building here? Should we not pay Church employees of 
all sorts a regular wage? If, like all citizens and businesses, we have large 
outgoings all through the year, then we need large incomings to match then, 


Perhaps you think a Vicar should not write about money. Or even think about it. 
He has a good example to follow. Christ stood once by the collection boxes in 
the Temple at Jerusalem, watching people putting in their coins. One old widow 
put in two tiny coins, two "mites". "She out of her poverty has put in every- 
thing she had, her whole living." 


It is impoitant for us, and not only for the Church, that we give generously 

and regularly. Good living means good giving. Incidentally, the better we become 
atgiving, the better we shall enjoy life. There really is something in the 
so-called "“pawnbroker's hymn". But this is extra. We do not give in order to 

get back. We give because we are good at giving, and with practice we become 
better, This year let us set our sights as high as possible. 


At our annunl Stewardship Campaign Supper we encourage one another in this as in 
our Church membership generally. Please join us there. We meet and eat (and 
drink) at the School on Saturday 23rd June at 7.30 p.m.

| The Observer Colour Magazine of 22 April printed an article about the rapid 
destruction, of. the, Tropical Rain Forests of Brazil, Although this was not news 
to me it brought the whole terrible and unnecessary business to a head, as far 
as I was concerned. ~~ 


The tragedy of the situation is that all the conservation and environmental 
groups. in Brazil are fully aware of the fact that the loss of the Rain Forest 
will create far more, very serious, problems than its short-sighted imnodiat> 
benefits, namely providing land for beef. : At 


The loss (modern machinery can clear more than 1,000 tons of animals and trees 

in 2 hours) of, these vital oxygen~giving trees will not only affect Brazil ‘in the 
long and short term, but the atmosphere and climates of the whole world; The 
soil under the forest is ‘so poor that they can only use it for farm production 

by using chemic=1 fertilizers. Within a few years these lands will become dust 
bowls, ‘useless to man and beast (as is already happening) where before there 
stood a forest filled with wildlife. They have already provided us with coffee, 
chocolate, citrus’ fruits, Brazil nuts, avocado, drugs, natural rubber and timber, 
etc. We are destroying thousands of species of plants before we fully understand 
their potential’ as drugs, food and timber, 


It is the desperate need to help the poverty-stricken thousands that has driven 
the Brazilians to destroy their forests. Surely it is not just a Brazilian 
problem - cut a world one, ours too. Something must be done NO.! to ‘Save the 
Forest and Save a orld’ before it is too late. 


It is estimated that by the year 2000 there will be no forests left in Brazil 

and, sadly I fear, very few left in the rest of the world. Please help, perhaps 
by Lobbying your M.P. to debate the whole business in the House, or by becoming 
members of the World ‘Wildlife Fund, who are raising money for tropical rain forest 
projects in many countries. (They are at 29 Greville Street, London, EGIN 8AX).

Deddington is a growing and sissies? village that could beoone a Loan: in ‘the > 
years ahead. That means more houses and children that - like the.Scouts and, 
‘Guides now = grow and need a place to expand and explore, enjoy evenings away 3 
from T.V, and provide an outlet for something they are capable of doing themselves, 
Older people like to go out for an evening. At the moment, pubs serve this area 
and not much else. Birds of a feather flock together so, as a need arises, one 
club or another forms itself. So do I think of our: school - very promising - 
and which (like the Health Centre )serves us well. 


Young people like a hall for Disco, films, concerts and plays that can't be | 

provided in a small space, so that's needed, The Library is much appreciated 
and that needs 10 grow, with a reference section, mainly to help young adults, 
and a reading room open for a long time. Most of us that will be involved in 
a project will tind a new complex a pleasant prospect - but not before about 

3-4 years cf collecting cash and ideas and building. 


IT had: these thovghts in mind while I looked at the old windmill School. I was 
horrified to see the lovely wood=block floor rising with damp in protest of 
neglect. I doubt that it would need £5,000 to put it in working wader as a room}; 
those wishing to use it could paint and decorate, add a false ceiling and new 
or sanded=down floor; gas heating and lots of elbow-grease from the local clubs 
and a room could be used and the rest as storage or workshops. Then start the 
main’ building to include all as desired so that people have a foot-hold now and 
something for later on. 


But I am more in favour of a site behind Benfields, the Fire Station and not 
too far off from the School. I have a picture of the complex being used sometimes 
by the school, Like the hall, for gym, plays, etc., the bigger open-air swimming 
pool, the improved library and sports-ground, and an opening into Earls Lane 
almost opposité to, the lane up from the Market square to the Health Centre, But 
far away enough to please Disco fans-and for use by clubs, in rooms adjacent 
to a big hall to be used by drama, film and maybe judo or cricket or tennis fans. 
A place to go to with a Club for 18 year olds and older people on different 
evenings and somewhere to go for weekend pleasure - an open-air restaurant or 
tea-rooms round a swimming pool = all this at the weekends or longer if ona 
three day or four day week, Plus some form of trade-training or rooms for 
research and development so that people living in small natty houses can use a. 
workshop. 


We don"t know what is in store for the next generation and more so we can. only 
leave a house for their use, but we as a village would like a warden +0 live 
there, for without a living person we would soon lose its value by misuse and 
nobody will show respect unless it is owned by someone. I know from experience 
that common property often means disrespect for it. Soa house or flat is needed, 
not just a caretaker but a warden. 


So I advocate: 


Quick and efficient cheap restoration of the old Windmill School, 
New grand complex behind Fire piation and Benfields. 
Swimming Pool 
Use of buildings by day by young children and by adults by night, 
Disco at woekends. 
Expanded Library and Club. 
Building costed to pay for itself. 
Make prize for best designs, etc. for (2). 
Ask V.S.0. to help with (1). 
) Locally we have plenty of qualified people in Building and Architecture.

So, now that the Elections are over, our new Parish Councillors decided upon 
and the future of the Village Community Centre hopefully being considered by 
the afore-mentioned, can I ask you to consider for a moment one more topic 
which seeis to be totally neglected by all but a few? The question is a very 
simple one: ‘Do you want a Playschool in Deddington?" Can you for one moment 
just stop and give it serious thought? Discount the problems involved with 
the future vehousing of the Hut; this will be decided upon by the people 
concerned at the appropriate time. What the Playschool can't discount is our 
help in moking it a viable proposition so that when the time does come to 
decide upon a rew venue they have the backing and financial support available, 


We all appreciate how much those 50p sessions mount up over the weeks, but at 

the same time we must acknowledge how little this is when put into perspective. 
The Playschool, like us, have rates, electricity, water, salaries, etc. etc. to 
pay for. Axe we so short-sighted as to think that they have a Fairy Godmother 
conjuring up instant money? The fees we pay only partially cover the items 
mentioned so the extra cash has to be found from social functions. If this 

money isn" forchcoming then we must expect the obvious to happen. The Playschool 
is a Chari‘; so is not in being to make hundreds, but at the same time it still 
has to have a certain amount on which to function successfully. 


If we carry on with this non-caring attitude - which is greatly in evidence 
when any social functions are arranged - we will soon find ourselves confronted 
with a Playschool that has been forced to close through lack of support. And 
what worries me about this likely proposition is: who will be to blame? ‘It 
won't be you, Will it? It'll be blamed on those who strive extremely hard on 
your behalf, and have done so for six years, to provide a service to enable 
your children to enjoy themselves to the full and which endeavours to provide 
the right recipe for a happy start to school life. How long can Mrs, Powell, 
Mrs. Pratt and the Committee go on hitting their heads against that brick wall? 
I doubt for vevy much longer. Brick walls have a nasty habit of crumbling if 
given encugr provocation. 


Perhaps whe. confronted with a CLOSED DOWN sign on the door you'll understand. 
Take my word for it - without your presence at a few of the future functions 
Deddington will be without a Playgroup. Then try amusing your own children for 
five days a wook. I know some of you will find this prospect very daunting 
indeed. Tho people involved with the running of the Hut do realise your problems, 
financial or otherwise. They love our children and have all the time and 

patience in the world for them. Please, please give a little of your time to 
enable them to carry on going. You know how much the children love and benefit 
from it. Give a little of yourselves so that the Committee and Leaders have 
something to work for before it is lost forever,

NATURE, NOTES, 


It was pleasing So meet the other day someone who allowed stinging nettles to 
grow at the botvom of his garden, thus encouraging the Peacock and Tortoiseshell 
butterflies who -ay their eggs on the stinging nettles, At the end of May I saw 
a Holly Blue in «ur garden. This is a curious butterfly because in spring the © 
eggs are laid o.1 the flower buds of holly, while in the summer they lay their 
eggs almost exclusively on the ivy flowers. This unusual pattern is unknown in 
any other British butterfly. 


The warblezs avo singing well now, and if is by their song that we know of their 
presence, By this time of the year the trees and bushes are well in leaf and 

this makes thers little summer migrants hard to see. So it is worth while to 

be very quiet #:. the more leafy lanes and hear the whitethroat, chiffchaff, willow 
warbler, and boackcap. On the canal bank between Clifton and Somerton one may 

be rewarded br une song of the sedge and reed warbler, 


Young hares or leverets as they are called are about now. Unlike rabbits, hares 
are solitary ar‘mals except at mating time. The nest is made in the open and 
not as rabbits *n a burrow. The young are born with fur on and able to sce, 
while baby rabbits ave furless and blind. Little leverets are not easy to see 
in the fields because the grass is growing well by now, Hares are prolific 
breeders and mey have up to five litters.
